Will  Take  Office  Tomorrow  Night 


Student  Senate  Leaders 
Are  Sammy  Carpenter, 
Ruth  Holbrook. 

Tomorrow  night,  April  14,  Sammy 
Carpenter  will  be  installed  in  the  j 
Student  Senate  as  the  new  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  student  body,  and  Ruth 
Holbrook  will  take  office  as  the  new 
vice  president.  Sammy  and  Ruth  | 
will  replace  Homer  Long  and  Fred¬ 
die  Davis  who  have  successfully 
completed  a  year  of  efficient  man¬ 
agement. 

After  a  stalemate  at  the  polls, 
March  22,  Sammy  Carpenter  emerg¬ 
ed  victorious  at  the  election,  March 
24,  when  he  defeated  Charles  New¬ 
ton  and  Bill  Elam  for  the  office  of 
presidency. 

Campaign  Is  Vigorous 
Following  a  student  convention, 
March  16,  when  the  five  candidates 
for  president  and  vice  president  of 
the  Student  Senate  were  named,  a 
vigorous  campaign  was  held  on  the 
campus.  With  candidates  of  the 
Greek  and  Independent  organiza¬ 
tions  competing,  enthusiasm  for  the 
election  was  high.  Emphasized  by 
signs,  balloons,  campaign  speeches, 
and  pictures  of  the  candidates,  the 
campaign  was  challenging,  as  proved 
by  the  necessity  of  the  second  elec¬ 
tion  to  name  the  president. 

During  the  first  election,  March 
22,  Ruth  Holbrook  was  elected  vice 
president  by  the  student  body  when 
she  defeated  Lucille  Cockayne.  This 
election  also  eliminated  one  of  the 
candidates  for  the  presidency.

Dr.  Dow  Is  Named 
Cottey  President 

Former  Language  Chairman 
Will  Begin  New  Duties 
After  European  Tour. 

Dr.  Blanche  Hinman  Dow,  chair¬ 
man  of  the  department  of  foreign 
languages  and  director  of  the  divi¬ 
sion  of  humanities  at  the  College, 
has  been  named  president  of  Cottey 
College,  according  to  Lynn  M.  Ewing, 
chairman  of  the  Cottey  College  board 
of  directors  in  Nevada,  Missouri. 

Mr.  Ewing  has  announced  that  Dr. 
Dow  will  assume  her  new  position 
September  1  after  she  returns  from 
a  five-months  trip  to  Paris. 

The  Nevada  Daily  Mail  published 
the  following  story  about  Dr.  Dow 
on  Tuesday,  March  29,  the  day  Mr. 
Ewing  made  his  announcement: 

Dr.  Dow  is  the  daughter  of  Ern¬ 
est  W.  Dow,  Baptist  minister  and 
college  president,  and  Carrie  Ann 
Reneau,  for  26  years  head  of  the 
English  department  of  Liberty,  Mis¬ 
souri,  high  school. 

Miss  Dow  received  her  Bachelor’s 
degree  from  Smith  College,  a  gen¬ 
eral  cultural  diploma'  from  the 
School  of  Expression,  Boston,  Mass¬ 
achusetts:  Master  of  Arts  degree  in 
French  and  Doctor  of  Philosophy 
degree  in  French  from  Columbia 
University.  She  also  has  studied  at 
the  Sorbonne,  Paris,  France. 

Widely  travelled,  she  has  made 
three  trips  to  Europe;  one  in  1928, 
another  from  1931  to  1932,  and  in 
1939.  In  1946  she  toured  Canada,  and 
Mexico.  And  this  summer,  is  again 
spending  several  months  in  Europe. 

A  well  known  author,  Dr.  Dow  has 
written  “The  Varying  Attitude  To¬ 
ward  Women  in  French  Literature 
of  the  Fifteenth  Century,”  publish¬ 
ed  in  1935;  and  was  one  of  12  wo¬ 
men  contributing  to  “Meditations 
for  Women,"  published  in  1947, 

She  has  contributed  articles  to 
the  "Journal  of  Education,”  "Bull¬ 
etin  of  American  Association  of 
University  Professors,”  “Journal  of 
the  American  Association  of  Uni¬ 
versity  Women,”  and  other  period¬ 
icals. 

Her  poems  also  have  been  pub¬ 
lished  in  various  periodicals. 

From  1939  to  1940,  Dr.  Dow  served 
as  president  of  the  Missouri  Confer¬ 
ence  of  the  American  Association  of 
University  Professors  and  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  national  council. 

She  also  has  been  active  in  the 
American  Association  of  University 
Women,  serving  as  president  of  the 
Missouri  Division,  and  as  a  member 
of  various  committees. 

Other  organizations  in  which  she 
has  been  active  include  Modern 
Language  Association,  National  Ed-, 
ucation  Association,  and  honorary 
member  of  Chi  Delta  Phi  and  Delta 
Kappa  Gamma. 

Miss  Dow  lias  lectured  widely  over 
the  central  west  and  is  known  as 
an  able  public  speaker. 

Her  present  trip  to  Europe  is  in 
connection  with  her  work  with 
UNESCO.  She  has  been  a  member 
of  the  executive  committee  of  the 
Missouri  Coordinating  Committee 
for  UNESCO. 

She  also  was  a  member  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Kansas  City  Phil¬ 
harmonic  from  1941  to  1943. 


Maryville  Will 
Have  Naval  Unit 

Building  Will  Be  Rented, 
Remodeled  to  Meet 
Needs  of  Navy. 

Mr.  Foster  Announces  Plans 

Members  of  Electronic  Welfare 

Unit  Will  Study  Fire  Control 
Radio,  Radar,  Sonar. 

Maryville  is  soon  to  have  a  Naval 
Reserve  Electronic  Warfare  unit, 
according  to  a  recent  announce¬ 
ment  by  Mr.  R.  P.  Foster,  College 
registrar  and  voluntary  Navy  re¬ 
cruiter. 

Members  of  the  unit  will  use  Navy 
equipment  in  studying  radio,  radar, 
sonar,  and  fire  control.  Permanent 
ratings  in  these  fields  will  be  given 
to  qualified  men. 

Navy  Installs  Radio 

Training  center  for  the  organiza¬ 
tion  will  bo  a  part  of  the  building 
occupied  by  the  Lloyd  Manufactur¬ 
ing  Company.  The  building  will  be 
rented  by  the  Navy  and  remodeled 
to  fit  the  needs  of  the  reservists, 
Plans  call  for  extensive  improve¬ 
ments  of  the  interior  and  the  in¬ 
stallation  of  a  radio  antenna  mast. 

Radio  equipment  valued  at  forty 
to  fifty  thousand  dollars  will  be  in¬ 
stalled  in  the  armory.  Included  will 
be  the  following:  high  frequency 
transmitter  for  speech  or  code;  semi¬ 
portable  transmitter  and  receiver; 
portable  transmitter  and  receiver; 
low  frequency  receiver;  radio 
direction  finder;  complete  radar  set; 
seven  telegraphic  typewriters;  com¬ 
plete  code  practice  equipment;  and 
tools,  test  equipment  and  spare  parts 
for  the  repair  and  maintenance  of 
all  electronic  equipment.  More  equip¬ 
ment  will  be  added  from  time  to  time 
as  needed. 

Men  Work  With  Great  Lakes 

Meetings  will  be  held  every  Mon¬ 
day  evening  from  7  to  9.  The  first 
few  meetings  will  probably  consist 
of  classroom  instruction  and  movies, 
but  as  soon  as  the  equipment  is 
ready  the  men  will  take  turns  oper¬ 
ating  it.  At  least  three  radiomen 
will  be  handling  messages  trans¬ 
mitted  by  the  naval  radio  station  at 
Great  Lakes.  All  men  will  be  quali¬ 
fied  for  this  work  as  soon  as  possi¬ 
ble.  Other  men  will  operate  and  re¬ 
pair  the  remaining  equipment  and 
give  instruction  to  new  men.  At¬ 
tendance  at  these  meetings  will  be 
on  a  voluntary  basis.  Uniforms  will 
be  furnished  by  the  Navy. 

All  reservists  are  urged  to  parti¬ 
cipate  in  a  two-week  active  duty 
training  cruise  each  summer,  but 
this  is  optional.  A  man  can  be  call¬ 
ed  to  active  duty  only  at  his  request 
or  during  a  national  emergency. 
Men  on  active  duty  receive  full  pay 
and  travel  allowance. 

Veterans  Use  Old  Rating 

Under  present  law,  men  on  a  vol¬ 
unteer  status  cannot  receive  pay  for 
attendance  at  weekly  drills,  though 
such  service  does  count  toward 
retirement.  No  official  announce- 
men  has  been  made,  but  present  in¬ 
dications  are  that  after  July  1  all 
volunteers  will  be  paid  at  the  rate  of 
one  day’s  pay  for  each  drill  attend¬ 
ed. 

Navy  veterans  can  join  at  their 
old  rate.  Veterans  pf  pther  services, 
if  qualified,  may  receive  equivalent 
ratings.  Non-veterans  are  also  in- 
-  vited  to  enlist  in  the  Naval  Reserve. 
Veterans  and  non- veterans  who  hold 
FCC  amateur  radio  operator  licenses 
can  qualify  for  radioman  ratings  by 
passing”  'arii 'examination  covering 
the  military  requirements  for  petty 
officers. 

Equipment  May  ilelp  in  Emergency 
1  Radio  transmitters  and  receivers 
will  be  available  at  all  times  for  use 
1  by  reservists  who  hold  amateur  op¬ 
erator  licenses,  and  the  men  will  be 
urged  to  take  advantage  of  this  op- 
;  portunity  to  increase  their  skill  ns 
operators  and  technicians.  Radio 
1  equipment  and  volunteer  operators 
will  also  be  made  available  in  any 
emergency  where  radio  communica¬ 
tion  is  required.

SHEEP  PASTURE  (On  Route  71)  by  ADOLF  DEIIN.— Missouri  pas¬ 
torale  of  gently  undulating  land,  neat  small  farmhouse,  big  red  barn, 
grazing-  stock  is  an  integral  part  of  the  landscape  from  the  rich  prairies 
which  roll  on  over  the  border  into  Iowa.  .  .  .  "Great  pastoral  wealth” 
was  promised  to  immigrants  ami  settlers  in  a  guide  book  published  in 
1838,  and  the  promise  came  true. 


.  An  exhibit  of  original  paintings 
entitled  “Missouri,  the  Heart  of  the 
Nation,”  depicting  the  natural 
beauties,  the  industrial  activities, 
and  the  cultural  characteristics  of 
the  state  are  on  display  at  the  Col¬ 
lege,  Monday  through  Saturday,  in 
the  Administration  building, .  until 
April  25. 

Dr.  Jones  has  arranged  for  the 
exhibit  to  be  shown  to  the  public 
from  2  p.  m.  to  6  p.  m.  on  Sundays, 
April  17  and  24,  as  well  as  during 
the  week. 

The  pictures  were  painted  on 
commission  of  Scruggs-Vandervoort- 
Barney,  Inc.,  St.  Louis,  by  fourteen 
leading  artists  of  the  United  States, 
five  of  whom  are  Missourians.  The 
scenes  painted  come  as  near  local 
communities  as  St.  Joseph  and 
Kansas  City.  One  is  a  farm  scene 
believed  to  have  been  painted  be¬ 
tween  'Maryville  and  the  Iowa  line. 

“It  is  our  hope.”  says  Dr.  J.  W. 
Jones,  president  of  the  College,  ip 
speaking  of  the  exhibit,  “that  visit¬ 
ors  on  the  campus  will  see  and  en¬ 
joy  the  pictures  and  that  they  will 
carry  our  invitation  to  others  to  see 
the  exhibit.  It  is  an  opportunity 
that  does  not  come  often  to  the 
people  of  Northwest  Missouri  to  see 
such  a  large  collection  of  original 
paintings  by  good  artists  and  at  the 
same  time  see  their  state  as  artists 
see  it.” 

About  one  hundred  pictures,  most¬ 
ly  oil  paintings,  are  in  the  collec¬ 
tion.  The  fine  collection  of  original 
paintings  o.vned  by  the  College  is 
also  on  display.  This  collection, 
though  featured  while  the  loan  ex¬ 
hibit  is  here,  may  be  seen  at  any 
time  in  Room  207  of  the  Adminis¬ 
tration  building.

Spring  Seminars 
Feature  Standards 

Students  Choose  Program 
Committee  to  Plan 
Quarter’s  Work. 

The  first  student  seminar  of  the 
spring  quarter  was  held  Thursday 
afternoon,  March  17.  At  this  meet¬ 
ing  the  students  chose  Frances  Fra¬ 
zier,  Helen  Pitts,  David  Arthur, 
Philip  Denver,  Louis  La  Bouff  and 
Donald  McCornb  to  serve  on  the 
program  committee.  Helen  Pitts  will 
serve  as  chairman  of  the  group. 

On  March  24  Mr.  Everett  W. 
Brown,  director  of  field  service, 
spoke  to  the  students  on  the  sub¬ 
ject,  “How  to  Apply  for  a  Job  and 
How  to  Get  a  Job."  His  talk  was 
based  on  three  main  ideas:  what 
to  do  to  get  ready  for  a  job,  how  to 
get  the  job.  and  what  to  do  after 
you  get  the  job. 

Mr.  Brown  urged  the  students  to 
register  at  the  Placement  Bureau  so 
that  the  bureau  can  help  them  find 
the  teaching  positions  which  they 
desire. 

The  Student  Seminar  of  March 
31  was  an  open  discussion  with  Miss 
Rachel  Taul,  Miss  Dorthie  Hall,  Mr. 
John  Taylor  and  Dean  M.  C.  Cun¬ 
ningham  serving  as  advisers.  Ques¬ 
tions  were  asked  and  discussed  con¬ 
cerning  the  standards  of  a  teacher, 
discipline  problems  and  how  to  cope 
with  them,  federal  aid  to  education, 
the  relationship  of  students  and  the 
teacher,  and  the  relationship  of  the 
teacher  to  people  in  the  community. 

At  the  close  of  the  discussion  per¬ 
iod,  President  J.  W.  Jones  gave  a 
short  talk  on  student  teaching.  He 
said  it  is  the  aim  of  the  College  to 
give  to  the  student  teacher  an  op¬ 
portunity  to  observe  superior  teach¬ 
ing,  an  opportunity  to  participate 
in  the  teaching  program  and  a 
gradual  induction  into  the  taking 
over  of  a  class.  In  conclusion  Presi¬ 
dent  Jones  said  that  a  good  teacher 
must  know  children,  know  the  sub¬ 
ject,  and  be  able  to  combine  the 
two.

Shrew  Becomes 
Tame  in  Big  Play 

Shakespearean  Characters 
Live  Again,  Prepare 
Auditorium  Visit. 

Mr.  Robert  Gee  Directs 

Scenes  Around  Wafer  Fountain 
Will  Surprise  and  Delight 
With  Boisterous  Action. 

The  shrew  grows  tamer,  the  hair 
grows  longer,  and  the  cast  grows 
weaker,  but  “hnp  what  hap  may"  on 
April  28  and  29,  seventeen  actors 
and  actresses  will  take  their  places 
on  the  College  stage  in  their  pre¬ 
sentation  of  Shakespeare’s  “Taming 
of  t}ie  Shrew." 

Mr.  Robert  F.  Gee,  director  of 
the  play,  has  ordered  the  costumes, 
with  which  the  cast  will  have  a  week 
to  work.  The  color  and  gaiety  of  the 
robes  will  add  greatly  to  the  story 
of  boisterous  love  and  boisterous  ac¬ 
tion.  •  : 

Play  Is  a  Challenge 
Many  obstacles  have  presented 
themselves  during  the  rehearsal 
period.  The  play  in  itself  is  a  chal¬ 
lenge  to  the  director  and  the  cast  in 
that  it  involves  the  telling  of  a  story 
in  seventeenth  century  language  to 
a  twentieth  century  audience. 

One  thing  that  the  audience  must 
learn  is  that  they  can  expect  any¬ 
thing  at  any  time.  Characters  come 
in  and  out  of  the  play  with  speeches 
ranging  from  long  Latin  greetings  to 
a  slang  approaching  modern  usage. 
Also  there  are  times  when  a  char¬ 
acter  will  stand  on  stage  for  scene 
after  scene  just  for  the  triumphal 
recognition  of  one  line. 

Fountain  Is  Important 
An  important  property  in  the 
play  is  a  fountain,  placed  in  the 
center  of  the  stage.  It  is  almost  as 
much  a  part  of  the  play  as  the  ac¬ 
tors  themselves.  People  stand  on  it, 
jump  over  it,  sit  on  it,  and  make 
love  on  it.  The  characters  rant, 
rave,  and  run  over  the  stage,  but 
the  fountain  remains,  ready  for  any¬ 
thing. 

Too  many  people  have  the  wrong 
conception  of  Shakespeare  and  his 
plays.  There  is  nothing  stuffy  or 
serious  about  “The  Taming  of  the 
Shrew.”  It  is  a  play  in  which  the 
actors  enjoy  telling  their  story.  The 
fact  that  the  play  is  written  in 
poetry  does  not  mean  that  it  is  an 
extension  of  an  English  assignment; 
it  is  a  light,  carefree  interpretation 
of  a  life  and  language,  now  a  part 
of  history. 

We  Learn 

In  the  fourth  grade  we  learn  that 
Shakespeare  lived,  in  the  eighth 
grade  we  learn  that  he  is  boring,  in 
high  school  we  learn  that  he  is  dead, 
but  in  college  we  finally  realize  that 
maybe  the  “old  boy"  had  something 
after  all. 

Now  there  are  but  two  more  short 
weeks  in  which  the  cast  can  prepare. 
What  has  been  four  months  of 
gruelling  experiences,  however,  will 
be  about  two  and  one-half  hours  of 
enjoyment  for  the  audience. 

Band  Will  Have  New  Uniforms 
Mr.  John  L.  Smay,  acting  head  of 
the  music  department,'  has  an¬ 
nounced  that  members  of  tlie 
Board  of  Regents  have  authorized 
the  purchase  of  new  uniforms  for 
the  College  band.  The  'mew  uni¬ 
forms  are  to  'be  ordered  as  soon  as 
possible  and  will  be  available  for 
the  fall  quarter.

INTERNSHIP  IS  IMPORTANT 

In  the  Marfli  issue  of  The  Educational  For- 
in,  published  monthly  by  Kappa  Delta  Pi,  is  an  , 
Hide  by  Dr.  Clifford  L.  Bishop,  chairman  of  the 
duration  department. 

Entitled  “The  Future  of  Teacher  luleni- 
hip,”  Dr.  Bishop’s  article  is  based  on  a  recent 
fudy  of  internship  for  teachers.  Thirty-six  spec- 
ilists  in  teacher  education,  011c  hundred  and  seven 
chool  supervisors  with  experience  in  internship, 
nd  a,  group  of  fifty-nine  representatives  of  col- 
gc  and  universities  that  hud  parteipated  in  in- 
rnsliip  for  teachers  took  part  in  the  study.  Of 
his  group  eighty-three  per  cent  of  the  •  institu- 
ions,  ninety-eight  per  cent. of  the  school  supervis- 
vs,  and  one  hundred  percent  of  the  specialists  be- 
evad  that  it  is  possible  to  overcome  all  difficul- 
ies  and  limitations  of  internship  and  believed  in- 
rnship  for  teachers  lias  a  worthwhile  future. 

Improvements  for  the  present  program  of  in- 
rnsliip  were  suggested  by  representatives  of  in- 
fitutions  and  by  supervisors.  Tho  institutions 
uggestecl  a  more  careful  supervision  of  interns, 
e  blocking  of  other  required  courses,  a  sufficient 
taff  and  personnel,  more  credit  for  internship 
nd  payment  of  interns. 

Supervisors  suggested  that  the  system  could 
e  improved  by  offering  varied  experiences  for 
he  intern  at  various  levels,  a  longer  period  of  ob- 
rvation,  better  subject  matter  knowledge  and 
lany  others. 

.The  institutions  active  in  this  work  plan  to 
xtend  and  broaden  their  programs  of  internship, 
nd  to  perfect  their  present  plans. 

.  In  conclusion  Dr.  Bishop  says,  “Internship 
as  an  important  contribution  to  make  to  teacher 
reparation  —  according  to  the  three  groups 
tudied,  internship  can  be  a  success  and  must  bo 
success  to  broaden  the  patterns  of  teacher  edu¬ 
ction  and  to  care  for  the  needs  of  the  prospective 
eaeher  —  The  task  ahead  is  not  an  easy  one  but 
challenging  one.  It  is  worthy  of  careful  consul- 
ration.  ’  ’

It  Is  Customary! 

When  a  man  wishes  to  have  a 
date  with  a  woman  he  should  call 
her  at  leant  several  hours,  prefer¬ 
ably  several  days,  before  the  time  of 
the  engagement.  It  is  considered 
poor  taste  to  ask  a  woman  for  a 
date  only  a  short  time  in  advance. 

When  a  man  calls  a  woman  for  a 
date,  the  invitation  should  be  stat¬ 
ed  in  such  a  way  that  it  will  be 
equally  easy  for  her  to  accept  or  to 
refuse.

Dr.  Harry  Dildlne,  of  the  social 
science  department,  and  Mrs.  Dil- 
dinc  recently  received  a  letter  from 
Miss  Jeanne  K.  Taylor  who  is  teach¬ 
ing  in  Maebashi,  Japan.  Miss  Tay¬ 
lor  is  a  graduate  of  the  College, 
Class  of  ’48 

In  her  letter  Miss  Taylor  describ¬ 
ed  Maebashi  as  follows:  “Maebashi 
is  in  the  Tonegawa  valley  surround¬ 
ed  by  beautiful  mountains  which 
delight  us  with  their  many  colors. 
A  few  days  back  there  was  snow  in 
the  mountains  and  Mount  Asoma 
was  gorgeous  with  its  snow  cap 
against  a  brilliant  blue  sky.” 

Miss  Taylor  wrote  that  the  nar¬ 
cissus  in  front  of  the  school  had 
budded  and  that  the  roses  were 
blooming. 

"Tiie  boys’  school  where  we  are 
teaching  on  Fridays,"  writes  Miss 
Taylor,  “is  called  Niijima  Gakuen 
and  is  a  junior  high  school  of  188 
boys.  It  was  just  begun  last  year. 
We  have  to  leave  home  at  6:20  a.  m. 
and  do  not  get  back  until  5  p.  m. 
It  is  rather  awkward  to  get  to,  but 
we  want  to  teach  there.  I  have  two 
seventh  grade  classes  and  the 
eighth." 

Four  Teachers  Attend 
State  Council  Meeting 

Dr.  John  Harr,  chairman  of  the 
social  science  department,  has  an¬ 
nounced  that  the  State  Council  for 
Social  Study  Teachers  met  April  8- 
9,  at  Columbia.  Dr.  Harr,  Mr.  John 
Taylor,  Miss  Rachel  Taul,  and  Mr. 
Leslie  White  of  the  College  faculty 
attended. 

Dr.  Harr  is  the  retiring  president 
of  the  Council,  having  served  in 
that  capacity  for  two  years.  Be¬ 
cause  of  a  "lame  duck"  amendment 
he  had  been  retained  in  office  for 
an  additional  year. 

Mr.  Taylor  was  one  of  the  prin¬ 
cipal  speakers  at  the  conference. 
His  talk  dealt  with  the  subject  of 
“Youth  and-  the  Social  Sciences.” 

The  main  feature  of  the  Council 
program  was  the  creation  of  a 
model  United  Nations  Assembly  for 
the  purpose  of  amending- the  char¬ 
ter.  Panel  discussions  on  the  ques¬ 
tions  of  "Teaching  Controversial 
Issues”  and  "Using  Biography  and 
Historical  Novels  in  Teaching  His¬ 
tory"  were  debated. 

Nicholas  Marinos  Gives 
Talk  on  Art  of  Greece 

Nicholas  Marinos,  in  a  talk  on 
the  art  of  Greece  before  Miss  Olive 
DcLuce’s  class  in  history  and  ap¬ 
preciation  of  art,  said  that  the  Par¬ 
thenon  is  in  the  only  climate  it 
could  be  in  to  make  it  the  impres¬ 
sive  edifice  it  is. 

With  the  deep  blue  Grecian  sky 
framing  its  .broken  yet  niajestlc 
columns  on  the  uppermost  peak  of 
the  Acropolis,  the  Parthenon  In 
Athens,  Greece,  has  never  been  suc¬ 
cessfully  duplicated  elsewhere. 

In  foggy,  gloomy  London,  for  ex¬ 
ample.  such  a  monument  would  be 
beautiful  but  could  never  equal  the 
real  structure,  Nicholas  explained. 

To  give  a  picture  of  the  Parthe¬ 
non,  Nicholas  said  it  is  three- 
fourths  as  long  as  the  Horace  Mann 
building  and  is  perhaps  a  little 
taller.  When  the  Parthenon  was 
being  constructed  and  decorated 
the  painter  yere paid  twice  tiie 
amount;  paid  the  architects  though 
the  lines  are  most  simpjo  and  no 
unnecessary  ornaments  are  used.
